A NOTABLE FAMILY OF Pm'SICIAXS. 
Dr William Watson was born in 


Mifflin county in 1778. He located in 
Bedford in 1805. He attained an emi- 
nent distinction as a physician and had 
a very extensive practice. His son, 
William H. Watson, was also an excel- 
lent physician and enjoyed a fine prac- 
tice. His grandson—son of William 
H. Watson—was a physician and sur- 
geon and held the rank of major in the 
105th Reg. Pa. Vols. in the late Civil 
war. In that position he earned an ex- 
alted reputation as a most skilful sur- 
geon. "With the close of his life ter- 
mininated the professional career of 
father, son and grandson, as extraor- 
dinary as it was illustrious." All 
three held medical diplomas from the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
The en- 


tire family connection embraced eleven 
physicians. With above named three 
there were and are eight others—Drs. 
Samuel Smith, William Van Lear, Koss 
Anderson, Joseph Rogers, Simrn Rog- 
ers, Clark Rogers, Gilbert T. Smith 
and William McCulloch. 


THE WHITE 8ULFUUK SPRIXGS. 


These famous medicinal springs rise 


through fissures in the Trenton lime- 
stone and the Marcelus black slates 
which underlie the little and beautiful 
canoe-shaped cave which is enclosed 
by Wills and Buffalo mountains (so- 
called in recorded deeds 130 years ago.) 
At one time these two mountains con- 
stituted one great anti clinal moun- 
tain but through the lapse of ages its 
very heart has been eroded or wasted 
out by the elements for a distance of 
some ten miles, thus making this little 
cove which is named either after an 
old settler or George Milligan, who 
owned a large part of the lands. The 
cove is about 1,400 feet above tide 
and the two mountains on each side 
stand some 400 feet higher, except Kin- 
ton's Knob which, I think, is 3,000 feet 
above tide. The mountains lie between 
Bedford and the Allegheny mountain. 
The eastern or Wills mountain is a 
solid wall from Bedford where it rises 
to Wills creek, a few miles west of 
Cumberland, Md., which rent a passage 
way through the mountain. 
Buffalo 


mountain is about the same length as 
the little cove, thus showing ' conclu- 
sively that it is a valley of erosionand 
more especially so as the two moun- 
tains converge and join each other at 
the two ends of the cove. 
Buffalo 


mountain has 
four gaps 
through 


which the debris of the eroded valley 
was carried away, to wit: the Northern 
or JIullin's, Sulphur 
Spring, Buffalo 


Run and the Southern. 
It is said 


that Buffalo mountain derived its name 
from its resemblance to that animal as 
ssen from the railroad station. 
The 


little cove as indicated by its name is 
closed at both ends, has a width of one 
and a half to two miles, is dotted with 
beautiful and fertile farms, with large 
and comfortable houses and substan- 
tial barns. 


The health-giving springs were dis- 


covered-nearly a century ago and for 
half a century they were visited by 
thousands of invalids and others to 
drink the water when there was no 
house or shelter on the premises. 


The land in which the springs are lo 


cated was for a long period in dispute 
between Daniel May and Peter Wertz. 
Finally, to end the contention, Daniel 
May brought an action of ejectment 
against Peter Wertz to recover the 
land on February 4, 1843 in No. 7 
April term, 1334. The case was not de- 
cided until April 19, 1S3S when the 
jury gave a verdict to Daniel May for 
126 acres and 17 perches. In pursuance 
of a previous agreement Daniel May on 
August 5, 1347 conveyed 43 acres in- 
cluding the Sulphur Springs to S. M. 
Barclay and William Lyon, (D. B. page 
293.) 
Twenty years ago the title to 


the property became vested in John P. 
Reed and George Lyon, who erected 
the present hotel. 
Some ten years 


ago R. R. and M. S. Colvin purchased 
the entire property and since then 
they have greatly enlarged and im. 
proved the hotel and the grounds. The 
hotel has three stories and has a ca- 
pacity for one hundred boarders. It is 
now heated with steam with hot and 
cold sulphur baths. The hotel and the 
springs are completely surrounded by 
tl<e mountains which are covered with 
Virgin pine, spruce and other timber. 
The table is bountifully supplied with 
good and substantial food. The pro- 
prietors are obliging and the hostesses, 
Misses Anna, Phoebe, Ellen and Emma 
Colvin, are famous for the excellence 
of the table. 


The sulphur water is very light as it 


contains very little solid matter and 
can be taken in great quantities. 
It is 


highly recommended by skilled physi- 
cians for diseases of the stomach, kid 
ney and bladder and all blood diseases. 
I know from actual and long experi- 
ence that it is a great appetizer. The 
hotel and springs are located on the 
line of the railroad extending from 
Bedford to Cumberland, one and one- 
half miles from the Sulphur Springs 
station, ten miles west of Bedford and 
23 from Cumberland. 


ISTEBMITIEXT BPHIXS. 


A half century ago there was a very 


curious spring, which ebbed and flowed 
every hour strong enough to turn a 
mill on a farm, about two or three miles 
south of Buffalo Mills, which issued 
from the limestone hill near the pres- 
ent railroad. 
Scientists say these 


springs are owing to the structure of 
the internal cavities from which the 
supply of water is obtained. The large 
reservoir is fed by rain percolating 
through the rock. It communicates 
with the surface by an opening like a 
syphon-shaped tube. 
As long as the 


water in the reservoir is at a lower 
level than the arch of the spring no 
water can escape; but as soon as it 
reaches the level the -whole of the 
water in the cavity will be drawn oft'. 
The spring will then cease and will 
only make its appearance when suffi- 
cient water has accumulated to permit 
the byphon again to act. 
This 


spring was a favorite resort for the vis- 


to Bedford Springs up to 1850. 


j. Samuel M. Barclay was very fond 


of going1 there, and he invariably took 
a number of ladies with him and also 
eatables. 
I had the pleasure of going- 


with his parties several times. 


But unfortunately a man chuck full 


of curiosity, with little sense, desired 
to ascertain the cause of this regular 
ebb and flow of water; so he dug into 
the hill, opened the reservoir and that 
was the end of the mystery to him. 
The spring as a curiosity was worth 
more than the farm. The last time I 
passed the place it was desolate—per- 
haps so because my favorite spring 
was no more. It was the only spring 
of the kind in the country. 


THE CI!ALTBE1TE SPKISSS. 


These springs are situated about one 


and a quarter miles directly north of 
Bedford. The hotel commands an ex- 
tensive and magnificent view of Dun- 
nings mountain as it sweeps down 
from the northwest to the Juniata 
river; also through the beautiful Jnni- 
ata canyon to Tusseys mountain and 
Rays Hill in the far east; and south- 
ward along Evitts mountain to the hill 
that crowns Bedford Mineral Springs; 
and from the hillside the great Alle- 
gheny range of mountains. 


My first recollection of these famous 


springs is, when as a boy, about 1S33, 1 
carried water from the spring's to the 
men who were working on my father's 
adjoining farm. 
"While there was a 


large limestone spring on the farm the 
men preferred to drink the iron water. 
The farm containing- these springs at 
that time was owned by two old men. 
George and John Funk, who resided in 
P.edford and cultivated it. There was 
then standing- a' large two-story brick 
house near the junction of the two 
roads, a short distance east of the pres- 
ent hotel, which had a roof but doors 
and windows were never put in place 
nor was the interior ever finished. It 
was used as a barn. Thus the building- 
stood for many years until after the 
death of the o\s ners 
The farm was 


then purchased by William Cheno- 
with, an old-time wagoner between 
Philadelphia and Baltimore and Pitts- 
burg- and Wheeling

Graphic Deacrlptlon of Fearful Storm by 


Teacher In University of Waahlngton. 
It was during the summer of 1904, in 


the early part of August, that the writer 
found himself in a very thinly populated 
district of Western Iowa and Eastern 
South Dakota, bordering on the Sioux 
River, twenty-five miles northwest of 
Sioux City and civilization. There, on a 
cattle ranch covering thousands of acres 
of rolling plains and river bluffs, he 
found himself engaged in helping to herd 
large bands of cattle. 


On this ranch it was customary for 


each cowboy to take his turn for a week 
at staying at the ranch house, about 
two miles distant from the nearest bunch 
of cattle, there to look after the reserve 
ponies and to see about food stuffs. 


It was Saturday evening; the week's 


work had been done and yet not done, 
for on the Sabbath as on a'ny other day, 
the work on the ranch must be done, 
but it seems that the cattle themselves 
as well as man realise that there is a 
sacred day of rest, and so cause less of 
worry, less of trouble on the Sabbath 
than on any other day. 


Sitting on a little 'knoll close by the 


house, which in itself was situated on 
the highest of a group of hills, we saw 
the sun go down behind a darkened hori-

visitors. 
The Chalybeate hotel was 


kept by Mr. and Mra. Chenowith up 
to the time of hib death. Mr. Cheno- 
with was a very kind, generous and 
honest man and his wife was a most 
agreeable and estimable woman. 


John Harris, the celebrated colored 


cook, presided ovr>r the culinary de- 
partment, and, aecotding to the opin- 
ions of the mam' guests, no cook ever 
got up a better cooked meal. 


Erery season the hotel was filled 


with guests from Philadelphia, Balti 
more, Washington City, Pittsburg and 
other places. Among the regular vis 
itors were Hon. J. K. Moorehead and 
family, George P. Hamilton and son 
from Pittsburg; U. S Consul Spenee 
and family, Mrs. Van Xess, Mrs. Frick 
and daughter, Mr. Schenck and wife, 
Mr. and Mrs. Milligan and family, of 
Baltimore; Mr. and Mrs Eaulett and 
family and Mrs. Cook, 
from Xew 


Orleans; Mr. Chadwick and family, 
from West Virginia. 


After the death of Mr. Chenowith the 


entire 
property 
was purchased by 


George Dauler who has built an addi- 
tional brisk house; also a new ten-pin 
alley, billiard room, bath house, and 
made many other important and ser- 
viceable improvements. The hotel is 
well patronized every summer. 


HOYDSTOWX. 


This prosperous and beautif ul village 


lies in the western limits of Bedford in 
full view of Wills mountain and con- 
tiguous to the Fair grounds. 
The 


scenery around the village is grand 
and extensive—Wills mountain on the 
west and Dunuings mountain on the 
east with their green foliage in the 
summer and their snow-white foliage 
in the winter are charming, and far in 
the northwest may be seen the blue 
Allegheny range of mountains Irom a 
nearby hill top. This village was laid 
out b}- llev. Alexander Boyd, then pas- 
tor of the Bedford Presbyterian church 
in 1S10, into 49 lots all fronting 60 feet 
on the turnpike except a few reserved 
lots and lot 49. The main street is 00 
feet in width, south alley 20 feet and 
all the other alleys 10 feet. 
The 


north alley follows the old state road. 
A plan of the town was recorded on 
June 26, 1839, in deed book T. page ITS. 


THE OLD P.EYXOLDS MILL. 


The old grist mill, near the eastern 


limits of Bedford, was built by William 
Reynolds about 1311. He obtained the 
right to erect a clam and make a race 
over the land of George Funk on Jan- 
uary 2, 1311, now the property of the 
Arandale Hotel companj1, and he ac- 
quired the right to make a race from 
the Funk land to the mill site from 
Dr. John Anderson on January 3, 1811. 
I remember that about 1331 a Mr. Hoen- 
stine was the miller, and one of his 
sons fell off a tree and was killed. The 
property has been successively owned 
by the following persons, to wit: Hen- 
ry Leader and John H. West, the Bed- 
ford county almshouse, Samuel Defi- 
baugh, John Alsip.'John B. Dicken, 
John Benner and Thomas M. Dicken, 
John Helm and David W. Prosser, the 
present owner.

Jew ami Gen- 
tile, iloslem and Buddhist, sat down, at 
the same boaid, shared the same gener- 
ous welcome, and for the first time, al- 
most in the history of the world, gave 
thanks to the same God with blessing 
and praise. Thinking this matter over, 
the thought occurred to me whether we 
did the wisest thing and the best, when 
we rejected the generous bounty from 
other lands. But that is all past, and 
now we return thanks to the Almighty, 
believing that the worst is over. It was 
almost woith the sulfering of this dread- 
ful evil fortune, to see the noble strength 
of manhood brought forth as it never 
has been before since the world began. 


It is with a feeling of gratification 


that I can find no words to fnlly express, 
that I see our President, aided by his 
strongest legal force has commenced his 
attack on the numerous trusts which 
have bound our people hand and foot 
and delivered human chattels to a con- 
dition of abject slavery. Within our 
country is a gigantic power, backed by 
many millions of capital, which gives 
this unyielding law to its thousands of 
vassals, "Obey orir mandate or die." 


When this globe was formed, one-third 


of it was land, and two-thirds of it wag 
water. It was the poor man's preserve, 
supposed to be a safeguard against the 
possibility of starvation. Up to a few 
recent years, no one ever thought of put- 
ting a padlock on the sea to bar man 
from this food. What is the condition 
of the fish market to-day? 
Look at 


prices current, published in your 


daily papers; Codfish, which in my boy- 
hood, was three cents a pound, is now 
quoted anywhere from twelve to twenty; 
a fine row shad, was fifteen' or twenty 
cents; it takes seventy-five to-day to 
place it on the poor man's table. But 
it is no use to keep on enumerating 
prices, this appalling fact meets you 
whichever way you turn. It is "join the 
trust or be staived to death." Godspeed 
our President in this Holy warfare; let 
him and the legal authorities hunt down 
these enslavers of the people; we may 
not expect to triumph at once in this 
Holy crusade of "Godspeed the Eight," 
but wlu'le we may not realize all the 
blessings of the golden age. we may see 
happiness and comfort around the poor 
man's board to which it has long been a 
stranger. 


For many months society has been 


disorganized by strikes and troubles in 
which the laborer has found little profit. 
The bitterness of the strike has kept on 
increasing, and assault and murder are 
the commonest of daily repoits. 
This 


thing is tcnible, and whoever he may be, 
who can lead these misguided people 
from darkness into the bioad sunlight of 
everlasting day. his name will be canon- 
ized from everlasting to everlasting. 


To me, after deep reflection theie scorns 


but one way out of this evil, and that 
is, a more equitable division of the prof- 
its and that division must be founded 
and administered with absolute justice. 
The strike, as it exists at the present 
time, more especially among the foreign 
population, is subvert e of independence 
and provocative of crime. 
One man 


wants to strike, and that is his right 
and against that right thcie should be 
no let or hindrance; another man is sat- 
isfied with his work and doesn't want 
to leave it; that is his right and in de- 
fense of that right he should be protect- 
ed with the last dollar there is in the 
treasury and the last drops of blood that 
flow in the veins of him who is loyal to 
the working mail's independence. His 
labor is his capital, and if the republic 
is to exist, that right must be sustained 
to the last hour of the nation's lite.

Theodore Rcnsevelt &s president of 


the United States baa done much that is 
commendable. He has to all outward 
appearances been firm in the stand he 
has taken for measures he favored in 
the past but Ms recent act in connec- 
tion with the rate bill is difficult to 
understsnd and unless circumstances 
that have not yet been given to the 
pnblic prompted his action bin posi- 
tion is indeed strange. 


When the Hepburn Rate bill was 


presented in the senate the Republican 
senators split into two divisions, one 
wing being led by Sanator Aldrich and 
favoring the 
broadest c^u'rt-review 


amendment aud the other accepting 
the views of the president who favored 
the bill in its original form. The Aid- 
rich faction's plan was to delay action 
until the opportune moment when 
they hoped to trap the president. 
The 


president became impatient and decid- 
ed to form an alliance with the Demo- 
crats and the 
limited-review Re- 


publicans. 
The Aldrieh Republicans 


brought pressure to bear upon the 
members of their party who had allied 
themselves with the Democrats aud 
the president himself but without 
avail. Then was prepared the "gold 
brick" in the form of the addition oi 
the clause; "and shall be subjjct to the 
lull jurisdiction of the court?." When 
the amendment was transmitted to the 
president the messenger was told, it is 
said, to be sure to tell the president it 
was Senator Allison's solution o! the 
problem, and the president, took the 
bait aud swallowed the hook. When 
his action was made known the Demo- 
crats with whom he had made an 
agreement felt that they were duped 
and so they were.
